Under Control. 

There was no delay and no un- 
certainty about the response of 
the Powers concerned to the U.S. 
Government for the limitation of 
naval armament. Britain and 
Japan through their representa- 


tives on Tuesday formally de- 
clared their acceptance of the 
proposals ‘‘in principle and 
spirit;’? and France and Italy 


went on record as also prepared 
to pledge themselves to keep with- 
in limits laid down by the econfer- 
ence. 

The alacrity with which the 
plan was agreed to is scarcely less 
significant than the fact that it 
was agreed to at all. President 
Harding and his colleagues had 
evidently correctly estignated the 
feelings of the British and Japan- 
ese Governments on the subject. 
While the suggestions made were 
put forth on the responsibility of 
the United States they quite clear- 
ly harmonised with the already 
existing sentiment at London and 
Tokio. It would perhaps not be 
going far to say that- what oc- 
curred was not so much the mak- 
ing and acceptance of an offer as 
the putting into words of the 
thought and purpose shared in 
common ‘by the three Govern- 
ments and the peoples they repre- 
sent. Such at least is the impres- 
sion given by the promptness 
with which the proposals were ac- 
cepted. To accept or decline them 
was not a matter that required 
long consideration and the de- 
velopment of opinion. 

It does not, of course, follow 
that the eonference will merely 
embody the detailed suggestions 
{nto an agreement, There may be, 


and probably will be, modifica- | 


tions of the terms or some of them 
in respect to some of the powers. 
Vhat the Washington statesmen 
should have happened to guess 
precisely how far each nation was 
wrepared to go in every particu- 
Jar is not to be supposed. There 
may have to be concessions to se- 
cure the assent of all parties to a 
specific treaty, and readjustment 
in certain directions would seem 
even likely in recognition of the 
difference in the maritime inter- 
ests and geographical circum- 
stances of the three leading pow- 
ers, 

But at least the ground has been 
cleared for action along a definite 
line, and five powers have pledg- 
ed themselves to the end in view 
to co-operation in securing it. 
That in itself is a tremendous 
achievement. If the conference 
should dissolve with nothing fur- 
ther done it would still have to be 
regarded as a splendid success. 

A week ago the future in re- 
gard to naval armament was at 
the unfettered diseretion of the 
nations, each of them free to set 
any pace it chose for itself, and 
therefore, for all the others. Now 
the five powers which unquestion- 
ably can control the course of 
things are definitely committed to 
cut down their navies into a fixed 
and known proportion to each 
other, and to keep their construc- 
tion programs within bounds laid 
down by a solemn treaty. 

Thus,jn two brief sessions of the 
conference it has been established 
that navy building is not here- 
after to be an unregulated activ- 
ity into which any nation may en- 
gage at will to any extent that it 
pleases, but one for which, in the 
general interests, a code of inter- 
national law should be and is to 
be drawn up. Naval construction 
is to be put under joint voluntary 
eontrol, That is what it amounts 
to,

(e) A foreign-born woman personally naturalized and sin 
gle is a British subject and entitled to vote

f) A foreign-born woman born elsewhere than on the

This Certificate may be obtained by appearing personally 
before a judge and satisfying him that she in twenty-one 
years of age, has a knowledge of French or English, ia of

In Edmonton and Calgary, judges of the Supreme or Dis 
trict Court are present at the Court House on almost every 
day of the week, and applicants should call at the Court 
House avd arrange with the clerk for an appointment with 
a judge. Outside these cities a Distriet Court judge can be
